S. Harris, a committee appointed by the 
evicted farmers, are in Omaha tonight 
purchasing Winchester rifles and am- 
munition to arm one hundred men to 
resist Capt. Beck and his armed Indian 
police. Peebles tonight said: ‘We are

cartridges. 
- Tuesaay Judge Norris of Ponca is- 
sued an injunction restraining Indian 
Agent Beck from ejecting the settlers 
from the Winnebago reservation. Beck 
has disregarded the injunction and has 
been and is now putting the settlers off 
the lands which they have leased from 
the Indians. ‘ 

“We are not warlike people in Thur- 
ston county, but we propose to. see that 
the law is obeyed.
